MP Fire Distric 
Considers Bond 
Issue, Expansion 


Contemplating a possible bond is- 
sue to finance improvements, the 
Menlo Park fire district commission 
learned Tuesday night that two new 
stations, a new pumping engine and 
more manpower are needed if the 
district is to be placed in a lower fire 
insurance rate class. 

A bond issue “in the neighbor- 
hood of $250,000” will have to be ap- 
proved by the voters before neces- 
sary capital outlay expenditure can 
be made, commissioners said, but 
the result will be that fire insurance 
rates will be lowered about 15 per 
cent in mercantile zones and six per 
cent in residential portions of the 
district. 

EXPERTS REPORT 

Reports of the district’s needs 
were given by Loren Bush, chief| 
engineer of the Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters of the Pacific and by Jay 
Stevens, assistant general manager 
of the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters. 

“fngineers have made a_ careful 
survey of what will have to be done 
if the fire district is to be placed in 
a lower insurance rate  classifica- 
ti6n,”’ Bush told the board. 

“We have outlined a program 
which will be the most economical 
for the district.” 

He pointed out that besides need 
for additional firehouses, a new 
engine and manpower, alarm sys- 
tems should be installed at mer- 
cantile zones, schools and “special 
hazards.” 

“In the long run better fire pro- 
tection pays for itself,’ Bush said,

The Nov. 7 general election, a ding-dong battle if ever 
there was one, now is history. Victors are eyeing Jan. 1 and 
vanquished are picking up the pieces as best they can.

—Warren and Nixon by big majorities and Shattuck by a com- 

gortable margin. The heavy G.O.P. vote was far out of pro- 
oortion to party registration. 
{ Our congratulations go to 32-year-old Earl Whitmore, who 
will become sheriff of San Mateo county the first of the year. 
Whitmore topped off a dignified and clean campaign by a 
sweeping victory over the incumbent James McGrath. 


__ Whitmore already has had a taste of what it means to be 
sheriff. He gave a post-election interview, all four San Fran- 
cisco newspapers were present and each gave a different ver- 
‘iio Whitmore reports. 


One newspaper virtually portrayed him as a sort of sword 
swinging knight about to charge into the sheriff’s office and 
"| lop off heads—something he doesn’t intend to do and can’t do 
under civil service unless he has valid reasons that will stand 
4p before the civil service commission. 


Whitmore, to straighten things out, has reiterated his plan 
to keep the present force of deputies, including Chief Deputy 
Walter Moore, an experienced and, so far as we know, capable 
peace officer. They can keep their jobs as long as they do 
them well, Whitmore emphasized, and nothing could be more 
fair than that. There is no reason the deputies cannot be loyal 
to a man who comes into office with that attitude. 


FAIS 


We think Whitmore is going to do an outstanding job as 
sheriff. Certainly no ‘‘reform’’ candidate, he has simply prom- 
ised to enforce the laws and has taken the position that one 
law can be enforced just as well as another, including that 
covering gambling. 

While this newspaper supported Henry C. Hall because it 
thought him the better fitted for the post, we congratulate 
James Tormey on his election as county superintendent of 
schools. We will continue to give our full support to all ac- 
tivities of the superintendent that make for better school 
systems, notably such specialized work as traffic safety and 
visual aids. 


Tormey was voted into office by a sizable majority after 
a campaign that was in contrast to that of Hall. While the 
latter campaigned strictly on his experience as assistant sup- 
2rintendent and his qualifications for the higher post, Tormey 
pointed not only to his own experience in the teaching pro- 
fession but made some rather interesting promises as to what 
he would do as superintendent—interesting in view of the lim- 
itations imposed on functions of the office. 


One such was that he would ‘’plan to have school rooms 
ready when the children are ready.’’ This is a rather general 
statement, but if the intended implication was that the county 
superintendent can solve the school overcrowding problem— 
new construction being entirely a responsibility of local school 
boards save in some very small districts—he will have the un- 
dying gratitude of every school patron, trustee, administrator 
and teacher in this county. 


Tormey has pointed to a statement he made during the 
Primary election campaign of last spring in which he said that 
personnel in the superintendent’s office not covered by civil 
service would be retained on the basis of merit in the event 
of his election. Like Whitmore, the incoming superintendent 
seems willing to make use of available experience.

J) In 1940

Long remembered by all of us who 
attended the League of California 
Cities conference last month will be 
the keynote address by 
Graves, our executive director. 
Graves first compared the major 
problems confronting the 1940 con- 
ference with those of today and 
found they were the same: the ur- 
ban fringe problem and civilian de- 
fense. 

Graves observed that the theme 
of the institute for new councilmen 
held last spring was essentially: 

“The best approach to a solution 
of all the different kinds of gov- 
ernmental problems we have in 
our cities lies not so much in the 
manner in which each such prob- 
lem is attacked but in the adop- 
tion of a form of governmental 
organization and the use of princi- 
ples of administration which are 
generally recognized to be sound 
in Public and private business a- 
like. 

“Take the typical city council as 
we find it today and equip it with 
good organization, some. effective 
form of central management, good 
administrative practice and proced- 
ure, and a personnel which is cap- 
able, and your particular problems 
will be solved.” 

(I believe Menlo Park stands up 
pretty well in regard to the above.) 

Graves next pointed out that 
with the present international out- 
look, our citizens will be bearing fed- 

eral taxes of unprecedented magni- 
tude, and that we must become ac- 
customed to a lower standard of liv- 
ing. Our cities must make each dol- 
lar go further, and eliminate all 
unessential services. 

Further than that, however, we 
have the right and duty to de- 
mand of our national government 
that “while we do all the things 
which the national security com- 
pels us to do, federal authorities 
must exercise in the future a 
greater care than has been exer- 
vised im the past in order to be 
sure that this enormous outpour- 
ing of the productive wealth of 
this country be administered with 
efficiency and economy.” 

The following quotations from 
Graves’ talk should be considered 
seriously by all our citizens: 

“Every loyal American citizen 
knows that with all its shortcomings, 
the American governmental system 
is the best yet devised to provide, 
preserve and extend the liberties, 
wellbeing and opportunities of a 
people. Seldom do the American 
people criticize the fundamental and 
specific institutions of American 
government. These we consider our 
priceless heritage and, as the record 
shows, we will fight, and if neces- 
sary we will die, to protect the 
American system.” 

“Yet the people refer to those who 
accept the burdens of public office 
as ‘politicians’, and you and I know 
that the term is one of derogation. 
It is a sort of epithet. We all know 
good citizens in our communities 
who have been urged to stand for 
election to the city council or to 
some other public office, and who 
say, “I don‘t want to have anything 
to do with politics.’ 

“Isn’t it literally true that what 
the man is saying is, he doesn‘t 
want to have anything to do with 
American institutions of self-gov- 
ernment for which, in other cir- 
cumstances, he would lay down his 
life or offer up the life of his son? 

“How long can we survive as a 
democratic republic if most of the 
people believe their only personal 
contributions to American democra- 
cy should be in the form of taxes or 
in the military service? 

“I wonder if those who conscious- 
ly undermine and destroy confidence 
in public office and public officers 
realize the seriousness of what they 
do to the very American institu- 
tions to which they proclaim their 
devotions? Institutions are not self- 
executing: they do not operate 
themselves; they must be administ- 


tered by people. Those of us Who 


seek to serve well the American 
system must find a way to restore 
dignity and prestige to public serv- 
ice.”

But... 


This, boys and girls of the journ- 
alism class, constitutes today’s les- 
son in how NOT to cover a fire. 

As your instructor doubtless has 
read to you from the textbook, the 
first step in fire reporting is to get 
there. From there on in, it’s up to 
you—getting past the police lines 
and garnering the facts from as 
close up as possible without be- 
coming a part of the fire yourself. 

After some 20 years in the news- 
paper business, we thought we knew 
something about covering fires. 
Uhsuh. 

The siren at Menlo Park cen- 
tral station gave out with its 
nerve-shocking blast about 3:30 
P.m. last Thursday. The RE- 
CORDER office radio fixed on 
the police-fire department band 
was “frying” at the moment so 
we didn’t get the location of the 
blaze. 

Both our telephones were in use, 
so our reporter started across the 
highway to central station to find 
out what it was all about. 

Hardly had he reached the curb 
when he saw a vast plume of very 
black smoke to the north. 

Why, he thought, there is the fire. 
This is very simple indeed. Obvi- 
ously it is a big fire, maybe an oil 
fire, to make such a smudge and 
all we have to do is get up there. 

The RECORDER reporter, with 
camera, and editor climbed into 
what is courteously referred to as 
the staff automobile and _ started 


northward on El Camino Real. The 
blaze, they judged from the dis- 
tance, likely was in the commercial- 
industrial North Fair Oaks area, 
part of the Menlo Park fire dis- 
trict.

Association President Allan R. 
Moltzen said the association desired 
additional lights, particularly on 
Bay road, and some changes in sites 
of electroliers. 

He described the city’s plan a&

higher assessments for a better one. 

Smith then checked the associa- 
tion’s plot and estimated cost would 
be upped 75 per cent.

Dr, Oliver Byrd, professor of 
heaith education at Stanford uni- 
versity, explained why schools 


what is a good school-community 
health program to the Sequoia edu- 
cational advisory committee at its 
regular meeting in the high school 
library Monday night.

4. Accepted an easement along 
Willow road from Elma Gillespie. 
The easement makes possible con- 
struction of a main along Willow 
road from the Veterans’ hospital to 
the district’s new interceptor lines. 

5. Delegated board President E. E. 
Eyre to consult with the county 
treasurer regarding a proposed audit
